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The  class  day  exercises  which  were  held  May  t\vent^■-t^fth  were 
not  only  original  but  were  very  effectivel}^  worked  out.  The  scene 
which  was  based  on  the  sixth  book  of  Virgil's  Aeneid  rejjresented 
the  Land  of  the  Departed.  Two  s])irits  who  were  strolling  along, 
recognized  spirits  of  members  of  the  June  1920  class,  and  through 
the  conversation  which  ensued  the  history,  prophecv,  will,  and  poem 
were  brought  out. 

HISTORY  OF  JUNE  '20  CLASS 

Wc,  the  members  of  the  June  'jo  class, hax'ing  passed  our  first 
great  phase  of  life  when  we  were  graduated  from  grade  school,  entered 
into  our  second  phase  early  in  September  of  1916  at  the  Arsenal  Tech- 
nical Schools. 

(jur  first  weeks  were  spent  in  familiarizing  ourselves  with  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  and,  of  course,  with  our  teachers  who  were  to 
be  our  guides  for  the  next  four  years. ?lard  work  confronted  us  also, 
Init  there  was  so  much  fun  mixed  with  it  that  the  work  seemed  more 
of  a  pleasure  than  a  task.  The  first  great  event  in  which  we  partici- 
pated and  the  one  which  stands  out  most  clearly  in  that  year,  was  the 
Shakespearean  May  Day  Celebration  which  took  place  on  May  9th 
of  the  year  '16.  In  this  celebration  many  ])Upils  took  part,  wearing 
beautiful  costumes  which  were  designed  and  made  by  the  students 
themselves.  This  celebration  was  given  in  great  style  and  was  a 
magnificent  success. 

Our  return  in  the  fall  of  "i/  brought  before  us  the  fact  that  there 
were  some  very  prominent  changes  in  the  campus.  First  of  all,  the 
Shop  Annex,  our  newest  and  most  up-to-date  building,  had  been  com- 
pleted, thereby  relieving  to  a  great  extent  the  congestion  of  the  class- 
es. The  next  wonder  which  was  revealed  to  us  was  the  erection  of 
the  new  lunch  room.  This  was  \A'atched  dail)^  as  its  completion 
meant — well — we  don't  have  to  tell  you  that.  One  was  the  erection 
of  the  120  foot  steel  flag  pole  in  honor  of  the  anniversary  of  the  day 
on  which  the  Supreme  Court  ])roclaimed  the  Arsenal  Grounds  as 
school  property.  In  December  of  '17  the  dedication  of  our  service 
flag,  in  honor  of  those  who  had  made  the  great  sacrifice,  took  place. 
The  showing  that  we  made  through  this  service  flag  was  one  of  our 
proudest  undertakings. 

We  started  our  third  year  with  many  war  activities  such  as  Red 
Cross  Work,  Liberty  Bonds,  Thrift  Stamps,  and  War  Savings  Stamps 
sales.  Of  course  we  went  "over  the  top"  in  all  of  these  as  Tech  has 
always  done  in  all  things  which  she  has  undertaken.  The  day, 
November  11,  1918,  was  one  we  all  will  remember,  as  that  was  the 
day  that  the  great  war  across  the  water  ended  and  the  armistice  was 
signed.  Our  joy  over  the  longed  for  event  was  expressed  by  a  large 
review  and  parade.  On  the  5th  day  of  April,  1919,  the  military  de- 
partment received  orders  from  Washington  stating  that  the  military 
department  would  hereafter  be  under  Government  supervision.  This 
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made  our  boys  official  R.  O.  T.  C.  students.  W'c  received  our  Rrst 
army  officer  a  few  days  later  and  the  military  work  started  on  a  new 
basis.  Later  the  regulation  army  uniform  was  issued,  and  equip- 
ment was  received  at  the  school  but  not  issued. 

Then  in  September  of  the  year  '19  we,  the  class  of  June  '20,  enter- 
ed into  our  fourth  year  of  training,  the  last  year  before  completing  our 
second  phase  of  life.  This  was  a  year  of  many  activities  as  we  were 
nearing  the  end  of  our  High  School  days  and  many  things  were  to  be 
accomplished.  We  turned  (uir  thoughts  toward  our  boys  in  France 
and  on  November  11,  we  witnessed  the  planting  of  a  tree  for  each 
boy  who  had  been  in  active  ser^•ice.  The  pupils  and  ]>arents  who 
were  present  at  these  exercises  appreciated  them  to  the  fullest  extent. 

During  this  year  we  began  to  realize  that  seniors  have  a  great 
duty,  which  for  years,  they  had  been  neglecting ;  that  was  to  care  for 
the  freshmen  at  Tech.  In  consequence,  through  a  new  organization 
called  the  "Big  Sisters"  League,  each  senior  girl  was  given  several 
freshmen  girls  whom  they  called  "little  sisters."  The  organization 
was  for  the  good  of  both  the  older  and  the  younger  girls.  This  or- 
ganization proved  so  successful  that  now  it  will,  no  donbt,  be  a  per- 
manent organization  at  Tech.  As  the  "Little  Sisters"  were  not  to  be 
excluded  from  the  social  activities  of  the  year,  the  "Big  Sisters"  gave 
them  many  parties,  such  as  a  Hard  Times  Party  on  April  20,  1920,  at 
which  they  had  a  great  time  with  all  the  eats  'n  e\erything. 

On  November  14,  1919,  the  new  Armory  building  was  finished,  a 
building  that  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  military  depart- 
ment, as  it  has  given  ample  room  for  drilling  in  bad  weather.  Also 
it  has  provided  a  rifle  gallery  where  the  boys  learned  to  use  the  rifle 
in  target  work. 

On  January  15,  1920,  our  first  real  step  to  organize  the  June  '20 
class  was  taken.  At  a  most  exciting  meeting  of  all  seniors  these 
officers  were  elected  :  Howard  Bates,  Pres.,  Thelma  Morgan,  Vice- 
Pres.,  Kathryne  W'ilhelm,  Sec,  and  Robert  Hynes,  Treas.  Clarence 
Drayer    was    chosen    unanimously    as  our  mighty  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

On  Saturday,  March  6,  1920,  we  had  our  greatest  victory  in  years, 
when  our  basket-ball  team  ran  away  with  the  honors  at  the  State 
Sectional  Tournament.  This  was  our  first  sectional  victory  but  not 
by  far  the  last,  as  our  intentions  lie  along  the  same  line  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  class  held  a  party  at  which  a  i)Ia}det  and  stunts  were  given, 
followed  by  "eats,"  which  were  loyal  to  the  Tech  colors,  and  dancing. 

As  a  final  demonstration  of  the  ability  of  the  June  '20  class, "Prun- 
ella," the  finest  of  fine  plays,  was  produced  at  the  Alurat  Theatre. 
Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  seats,  a  second  performance  was  held 
in  the  afternoon,  and  the  regular  performance  at  night  on  the  26th  day 
of  April,  1920.  There  was  not  a  seat  to  be  had  for  the  evening  per- 
formance and  the  afternoon  house  was  well  filled. 

After  this  last  activity  we  were  ready,  after  having  fully  prepared 
ourselves,  to  enter  our  third  great  phase  of  life.  \\'e  leave  our  "Tech" 
for  the  ones  who  are  following  in  our  footsteps,  hoping  that  we  mav 
return  some  day  to  find  our  great  Tech  "Greater  Tech."

A  RESUME  OF  THE  SEMESTER'S  WORK 

This  semester  the  military  department  started  out  with  better 
facilities  than  it  did  last  semester.  It  was  inconvenienced,  it  is  true, 
with  close  quarters,  but  all  were  patient,  because,  after  all,  the  rest 
of  the  school  worked  under  a  similar  handicap.  A  series  of  lectures 
on  map  drawing  and  organization  of  companies  and  platoons  was 
given.  A  new  sj^stem  was  started  whereby  the  freshmen  were  sep-, 
arately  drilled  by  experienced  cadet  officers  who  were  designated  as 
assistant  instructors.  A  course  of  fire  on  the  40  foot  range  indoors 
was  established,  most  of  the  upper  classmen  taking  advantage  of  this. 

Our  Government  inspector.  Colonel  McKinley,  received  the  corps 
during  February  and  spoke  very  well  of  the  splendid  showing.  The 
wonderful  campus  with  all  its  opportunities  thoroughly  impressed 
the  inspector.  We  feel  sure  that  we  can  count  on  much  assistance 
from  him  in  the  future. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  term  an  outdoor  range  was  constructed 
near  the  magazine  and  advantage  of  this  longer  distance  range  was 
taken  by  all.  In  this  connection  it  is  planned  to  have  a  range  of  at 
least  100  yards  for  use  next  year.  The  new  1903  model  Springfields 
were  issued  and  a  demonstration  of  the  use  of  the  field  equipment 
was  made. 

The  military  corps  took  a  creditable  part  in  the  Memorial  Day 
celebration,  the  Centennial,  and  at  the  laying  of  the  Corner-stone  for 
our  first  new  building  in  Greater  Tech. 

Camp  Custer 

Great  interest  is  being  shown  in  Camp  Custer  this  year.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  3,000  men  will  be  there  ;  as  usual  Indianapolis  expects  her 
unit  to  stand  at  the  head.  Major  Oury  will  be  in  command  of  the 
camp  with  Colonel  McKinley  as  senior  instructor.  Colonel  McKin- 
ley has  evolved  a  system  of  diversified  instruction  that  will  give  eacli 
man  a  chance  to  show  his  ability. 

Following  Camp  Custer  there  will  be  a  national  rifle  shoot  at 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  and  this  we  expect  several  men  from  Indianap- 
olis to  attend,  as  members  of  the  Custer  team. 
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Ammunition. 

Frequently  the  newspapers  have  told  about  the  ammunition  which 
the  Rw  O.  T.  C.  units  have.  These  statements  are  incorrect  for  the 
government  does  not  issue  ammunition  to  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  units 
except  at  the  summer  camps. 

The  use  of  the  old  magazine  as  a  storage  place  for  supplies  is  being 
discussed.

Among  the  last  letters  written  at  the  post  while  it  was  still  under 
government  ownership  is  one  by  Mr.  Shobey,  the  old  clerk,  who 
said,  "I  suppose  these  records  will  never  be  opened,  and  so  eventu- 
ally will  mould  away." 

We  are  sorry  Mr.  Shobey  can  not  be  here  with  us  now  as  he  could 
undoubtedly  throw  much  light  upon  the  old  post  incidents,  and  tell 
us  many  personal  touches  about  the  place. 

Another  interesting  article  tells  us  that  only  two  men  died  here 
and  that  both  of  them  committed  suicide.  This  splendid  health 
record  must  have  been  due  to  Dr.  Newcomer  who  was  post  surgeon 
here  for  24  years. 

Colonel  Perry  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  letter  from  Dr.  New- 
comer's daughter: 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Perry, 

Dear  Sir:  From  the  Indianapolis  News  I  learn  that  you  are  pre- 
paring a  history  of  the  old  Arsenal. 

I  think  you  must  find  in  the  government  records  the  fact  that  my 
father,  Frisbey  S.  Newcomer,  M.  D.  was  the  surgeon  at  the  Post  from 
the  day  work  began  in  the  Arsenal  grounds  until  his  death,  Septem- 
ber 13,  1889.  He  was  devoted  to  his  work  at  the  Post,  was  loved  by 
Commandant  and  others.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  beautifying 
of  the  grounds,  planting  the  Conley  lilac  hedge,  grape  vines  and 
shrubbery  and  flowers,  training  a  man  to  care  for  the  grounds,  and 
teaching  the  soldiers  to  respect  the  wild  flowers,  particularly  the 
sweet  briar  roses.  Thirteen  commandants  were  stationed  at  the 
Arsenal  and  changes  were  made  in  the  personnel,  but  Dr.  Newcomer's 
appointment  remained  unchanged,  and  with  a  few  exceptions  he  made 
daily  visits  to  the  post  for  over  24  years.  The  soldiers  sent  touching 
memories  at  the  time  of  Dr.  Newcomer's  death,  and  a  detail  of  men 
carried  him  to  his  grave. 

If  there  is  anything  I  can  do  to  help  you  in  your  work  regarding  the 
Arsenal  records  about  my  father,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  have  you 
write  to  me.

Certain  topics  are  assigned  usually  to 
two  of  the  members  ;  at  the  following  meeting  a  lecture  on  the  chosen 
topic  is  given,  followed  by  a  general  discussion. 

Most  of  the  members  are  interested  in  wireless  telegraphy.  Trips 
are  made  to  different  wireless  stations  where  they  see  the  practical 
applications  of  the  things  they  discuss.  Many  other  subjects,  how- 
ever, are  discussed  at  the  meetings. 

THE  NATURE  STUDY  CLUB 

The  Nature  Study  Club,  under  the  super\'ision  of  Mr.  Cox,  has 
been  holding  regular  meetings  every  Wednesday  of  each  week.  On 
nice  days  the   club   takes   trips   through    the  woods   on   the   campus. 

They  have  discovered  many  interesting  things  during  these  trips. 
On  one,  they  witnessed  a  skirmish  between  a  crow  and  a  small  green 
heron  which  is  not  common  to  these  parts.  The  sap-sucking  wood- 
pecker does  not  seem  to  be  at  all  aft'ected  by  mere  prohibition  laws 
for  there  are  evidences  everywhere  of  holes  made  in  trees  by  this  bird 
who  feasts  incessantly  on  the  sap  of  maples.  The  club  is  learning  to 
know  the  calls  of  many  of  our  native  birds  and  can  find  specimens 
of  a  large  variety  of  flowers  and  plants.

A  Dedication  Pageant — Supreme  Day,  1920. 

Arsenal  Technical   Schools. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Pageant — 1820-1920. 

The  Arsenal  in  symbolic  costume  enters  with  a  metal  box  and 
stands  while  the  chorus  sings  the  dedication  verse.  Indianapolis 
with  two  future  citizens,  enters.  The  Arsenal  gives  her  the  box  and 
leaves.  She  meets  Our  Nation,  Columbia,  and  Democracy,  and  asks 
them  to  assist  her  in  the  training  of  her  children  so  that  they  might 
be  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States.  She  also  promises  her  assist- 
ance and  gives  the  children  the  box  given  her  by  the  Arsenal.  Edu- 
cation, Work,  Organization,  and  Cooperation  are  all  called  in  to  help 
in  the  training  of  these  future  citizens.  During  this  instruction  they 
raise  the  flag  part  way.  Ignorance,  Riot,  Laziness,  and  Selfishness 
dislike  this  happy  prospect,  so  call  in  Disease  and  Microbes  to  cause 
trouble.  Indianapolis  calls  help.  Science  with  Prevention  and 
Cures  dances.  The  chorus  sings  anthem  of  rejoicing  as  Science  con- 
quers. 

Epoch  I — 1820-1861 — The  Site  of  the  Arsenal. 

Symbolical  figures  rest,  with  opposing  forces  quieted,  but  not 
conquered.     Indianapolis  in  Brown  cloak  dreams. 

Perchance  the  Indians  as  they  passed  looked  at  these  forests,  and 
thought  that  this  ground  must  have  been  once  a  resting  place  of  the 
"Great  Eather." 

Perchance  the  early  settlers  coming  a  short  distance  from  Rogue's 
cottage  on  Rogue's  Run  came  through  these  woods,  planned  to  build 
on  these  grounds  but  the  Spirit  of  the  Arsenal  told  them  the  grounds 
were  intended  for  other  pur])oses. 

Epoch  II — 1861-1902 — The  Government  Arsenal. 
The  children  take  Indianapolis's  brown  cloak,  leaving  her  in  a 
blue  cloak.  Riot  and  Ignorance  call  Slavery  and  Chains  and  Seces- 
sion and  Division  to  overcome  our  Nation  and  Organization.  Indian- 
apolis calls  for  aid.  Governor  Morton  visits  the  State  Arsenal  on  the 
north  half  of  the  Arsenal  grounds.  He  and  Colonel  Stufm  decide  to 
move  it  to  ground  just  south  of  present  site.  Soldiers  drill  at  Camp 
Morton.  Colonel  Wm.  Y.  Wiley  raises  the  first  flag  on  the  prior  site 
of  the  Arsenal.  The  Arsenal  ])auses  to  rest.  Selfishness  and  Lazi- 
ness bestir  themselves,  bring  in  Tyranny  and  Cuba  who  appeal  to 
Indianapolis.  She  in  turn  calls  to  the  Arsenal  who  furnishes  supplies 
for  the  Spanish-American  soldiers,  who  get  this  equipment  and  also 
show  that  the  opposing  forces  must  retreat.  Again  the  Arsenal  pauses 
to  rest.     Government  officers  close  the  Arsenal.

Epoch    III — 1902-1919 — The   Old   Arsenal   with   New    Gifts. 
The  children   take   Indianapolis'    Blue   Cloak,   thus   leaving  her  in 
Purple.     The  transfer  of  the  land  is  made  by  the  Government  to  the 
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Citizen's  committee.  The  deed  requires  that  these  ii,Tounds  be  used 
"forever"  for  the  education  of  boys  and  girls.  Winona  Technical 
Institute  offers  her  opportunities  for  Trade  Training.  "Tiny  Tech" 
also  does  her  part.  Supreme  court  makes  its  decision,  which  leads  to 
plans.     These  cannot  be  completed  because  :- 

Autocracy  and  Propaganda  at  the  call  of  Kiot  and  Ignorance 
cover  all  the  characters  with  grey  veils.  Imperialism  goes  to  the  flag 
which  is  still  partly  raised.  He  takes  it  in  his  hand  to  pull  it  down, 
but  stops  to  gloat  over  his  prospective  victory.  The  Little  Citizens 
surprise  him,  get  the  flag,  and  arouse  Democracy  and  the  protecting 
forces.  Indianapolis  calls  the  Arsenal.  The  bugle  sounds.  First 
group  of  World  War  soldiers  rush  in  to  guard  the  flag.  The  Red 
Cross  girls  answer  the  call  and  the  soldiers  drill  to  the  singing  of  the 
"Marseillaise."     The  opposing  forces  retreat  but  do  not  surrender.

Epoch  IV — Our  Nation's  Arsenal-1920. 

The  Children  take  Indianapolis"  purple  cloak,  thus  leaving  her  in 
white  with  a  suggestion  of  Green  and  Gold.  In  this  reconstruction 
period  Laziness  and  Selfishness  gain  the  ascendency  and  call  to 
Autocracy  who  dares  not  come  forward  but  who  sends  back  Propa- 
ganda, this  time  in  jMnk  veils.  Indianapolis  calls  for  help.  The  Ar- 
senal brings  in  Our  Nation's  Arsenal  who  presents  the  plans  of  Fu- 
ture Tech.  Citizens  accompany  her  to  show  their  plans  for  increased 
education  in  the  whole  city.  These  plans  are  followed  by  Tableau 
groups  representing  General  Education,  Vocational  Schools,  Physi- 
cal Training,  Good  W'ill,  and  Service.  Our  Nation  and  Columbia 
accept  these  plans  but  wish  to  know  how  long  they  must  wait  to  have 
these  plans  fulfilled.  Indianapolis  says  she  already  has  many  who 
are  now  prepared  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  Seniors  m  alter- 
nate rows  of  girls  in  white  middies  and  green  ties  ;  and  boys  in  uni- 
form fill  the  remainder  of  the  stage,  and  give  the  oath  of  allegiance. 
The  flag  goes  to  the  top  of  the  mast,  while  the  band  i)lays  "Star 
Spangled  Banner." 

A   FRIEND   OF   TECH 

Among  the  many  guests  at  the  Pageant,  was  an  elderly  gentle- 
man who  has  known  Tech  ever  since  its  beginning.  This  gentleman 
was  Mr.  J.  J.  Hatfield,  now  8c)  years  of  age,  who  came  to  the  Arsenal 
when  it  was  opened  and  remained  in  service  here  until  it  was  closed. 
He  was  often  entrusted  by  Colonel  Varney,  the  commanding  officer, 
with  important  duties. 

In  the  construction  of  the  pageant  he  was  able  to  furnish  much 
interesting  and  important  material.  Not  once,  in  answering  the 
many  questions  asked  by  ]Miss  Shover,  did  his  memory  fail.  Each 
bit  of  information  proved  authentic  when  compared  with  ])Ost  rec- 
ords. 

Indeed   Mr.   Hatfield  seems  to  us  the  chain  wdiich  links   the  past

The  June  '20  seniors  presented  their  class  phi)'  ALjiulay,  April 
29th,  with  matinee  and  evening  performances,  at  the  Murat.  The 
play,  "Prunella,"  was  a  delightful  comedy  in  three  acts,  written  by 
Granville  Barker  and  Lawrence  Houseman. 

Elizabeth  Nunlist,  quaint  and  deinure,  as  Prunella,  made  a  beauti- 
ful Pierrette.  Lawrence  Neidlinger  portrayed  the  diflicult  role  of 
Pierrot,  with  exceptional  ability.  The  three  maiden  aunts,  together 
with  their  servants,  the  gardners,  the  boy  and  the  maids,  seemed  to 
live  their  parts,  to  be  a  part  of  the  very  atmosphere  of  the  place.  The 
excellent  work  of  Trent  McMath  as  Scaramel,  Pierrot's  servant,  well 
deserves  mention.  Anyone  who  knows  Trent  can  appreciate  the 
fact  that  he  lived  in  his  character.  Then  the  eight  lively  mummers, 
completing  Pierrot's  company,  won  favor  by  their  dancing.  The 
character  of  Love,  a  statue, — the  most  trying  part  of  all — was  excel- 
lently done  by  Otto  Mahrdt. 

From  every  standpoint  the  acting,  for  amateurs,  was  splendid. 
Lideed,  critics  stated  that  the  play,  as  a  whole,  was  the  best  ever  pre- 
sented in  Indianapolis  by  high  school  students.  The  scenery  was 
beautiful,  the  costumes  gorgeous,  and  the  music  charming.  No 
wonder  that  it  was  a  success. 

Much  credit  for  the  success  of  the  i)lay  is  due  the  Art  Depart- 
ment, the  Advertising  Department,  the  costume  and  advertising  com- 
mittees, and  the  Tech  students  themselves. 

"Prunella"  was  produced  under  the  personal  direction  of  ]\Iiss 
Florence  Farman.  Miss  Elizabeth  Kaltz — piano — assisted  by  Otis 
Ligleman — violin,  and  Genevieve  Hughel — ^cello,  furnished  the  mu- 
sical accompaniment. 

The  seniors  can  well  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  their  play  was  the 
most  successful  ever  produced  by  a  Tech  class. 
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TECH'S  PROGRESS  IN  ATHLETICS. 

It  has  taken  only  fi\(:*  \cars  for  rcch  tu  win  its  jiresent  da}'  namt- 
as  a  school  of  athletics  and  good  sportmanship.  The  rapid  growth 
of  the  number  of  ])U];)ils  at  our  school  is  not  the  only  cause  of  our 
progress  in  athletics;  the  average  spirit  of  the  students  for  athletics 
helps. 

Track. 

Our  first  track  team  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  191 5.  Men 
were  chosen  from  the  results  of  an  inter-class  meet.  Koehring, 
Perkins,  Butler,  Caldwell,  Hoke,  and  Robinson  represented  Tech  at 
the  State  meet  held  here  at  the  Federal  League  Park.  Butler  won 
first  place  in  the  half-mile,  breaking  the  state  record  for  that  event. 

In  1916  our  track  team  met  outside  schools  in  dual  meets  and 
ten  men,  Bossingham,  Day,  Koehring,  Perkins,  Wagner,  Fehr,  Gal- 
loway, Dix,  Dougherty,  and  Bybee  were  picked  from  the  results  of 
their  meets  to  represent  I'ech  in  the  State  meet  at  Franklin.  Perkins 
kept  up  our  young  spirit  by  placing  first  in  the  220  yd.  dash. 

In  191 7  our  worst  record  in  track  was  made.  Although  we  show- 
ed strength  in  dual  meets  we  lost  out  in  the  first  sectional  meet  held 
at  the  State  Fair  Grounds  by  scoring  only  nine  points.  Perkins, 
Albert  Mcllvaine,  Wagner,  and  Jungclaus  were  the  only  men  to 
qualify  for  the  state  meet  at  Lafayette  but  were  not  able  to  score  anv 
points. 

Our  bad  record  of  the  year  before  did  ni)t  trouble  our  men  in  the 
Spring  of  1918  in  making  our  best  record  in  track.  After  a  good 
season's  record  si.x  men  cjualified  in  the  sectional  meet  here  to  com- 
pete at  the  state  meet.  Perkins  won  first  place  in  the  220  and  100  yd. 
dashes  while  Day  placed  second  in  both  e\-ents.  Mott  placed  second 
in  the  mile;  Liebtag,  second  in  the  half  mile;  Albert  Mcllvaine, 
second  in  the  low  and  high  hurdles;  and  Wagner,  second  in  the  shot- 
put.  At  the  State  meet  held  at  Lafayette,  Perkins  won  first  place  in 
the  220  and  100  yd.  dashes;  Day,  third  in  the  220;  and  Mcllvaine, 
second  in  the  low  hurdler,  making  a  total  of  14  points  which  tied  foi 
second  place  with   Manual. 

W'e  won  every  meet  in  1919  except  the  sectional  which  went  to 
Manual  by  a  two  point  lead.  Our  team  won  victories  over  Rich- 
mond, Brownsburg,  Crawfordsville,  Greenwood,  Frankfort,  and 
Shortridge.  Our  relay  team  and  five  men  qualified  for  the  state  meet 
in  the  sectional  meet.  Day  won  first  in  the  220  and  100  yd.  dashes  ; 
Maxwell,  first  in  the  mile.  Hay  won  the  high  hurdles ;  Hawkins 
placed  second  in  the  half  mile;  and  Griggs,  second  in  the  low  hurdles. 
At  the  state  meet  at  Richmond,  Day  won  sec()n(l  place  in  the  100  yd. 
dash  and  third  in  the  220.  making  a  total  of  4  points. 

Baseball. 

Tech  holds  the  state  cham[)ionship  in  baseball  as  a  result  of  the 
last  state  meet  at  Lafayette,  in  J917.  The  team  consisted  of  Wagner, 
G.  Meyer,  Screes,  Brown,  Broughton,  Sherman,  Ash,  Sheppard.  Mol- 
les,  Kimick,  and  Scheiving.  Wagner  is  now  pitching  for  Purdue,  and 
three  or  four  others  are  playing  semi-professional  baseball. 
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Tn  itjTCj  wc  won  the  City  Eea^quc  championshi])  over  Shortridge 
and  Manual  by  a  large  lead.  Tech  also  annexed  the  city  champion- 
shi]) Ironi   Manual,  25-12,  and  Slmrtridge   12-7. 

Basketball. 

(Jur  basketball  record  started  in  19 15  when  we  entered  our  first 
team  in  the  sectional  at  Franklin  where  we  lost  our  first  game  with 
Shell)_\\  ille,  37-15. 

In  the  sectional  of  iCjif),  held  at  Martinsville,  Tech  won  from 
Oaklandon  22-12,  and  from  Castleton  27-25,  but  lost  in  the  semi- 
finals to  .S()uth])ort  37-15. 

We  won  our  first  game  at  the  Martinsville  sectional  in  1917  with 
Broad  Uiiiiile  25-22.  We  were  defeated  in  our  second  game  with 
Martins\ille   17-9. 

Tn  1919  d\'ch  won  its  first  game  with  h^isher's  29-3,  but  lost  a 
close  game  with  Shortridge,  15-14. 

The  basketball  season  of  \g20  was  our  best.  We  won  the  section- 
al held  here  from  the  strongest  teams  of  this  district.

We  greatly 
missed  his  assistance  when  we  were  defeated  by  the  strong  attack  of 
Lafayette  by  a  18-9  score. 

We  won  18  games  and  lost  9  during  the  season.  This  is  a  s])lendi<l 
record  considering  the  strong  teams  we  ])layed,  almost  all  of  which 
were  sectional  winners.
